F. R. SCOTT SPEAKS 

Politic* Should Not Enter 
^Igj t.o Government" Com* 
ll^wission Appoi iitmentg 

ftwfeasor P. R. floott, Aawclaté' Pro- 
fessor of Constitutional Law at McGlIl 
University, deUvered an addreoa at the 
MfeohMd«-i^ laat night upon 
the siii>jèot "How Canada Is Gov- 
erned." The speaker tatroduced his 
topic 'by saying that he would not dc 
Mrlbo the worktag government of our 
country; but would confine himself to 
the discussion of problems that have 
appeared to the government. 
.Vl'^r^oub^l^iiig differenoe betwéeii 
t|!^^^^wiVof. Canada and that 
i^1P»jF'^*«* 0» America," said 
Pri>rMsor SCbU, "is that there is a uni' 
form Criminal LaW for the whole of 
this country whereas each state to tlie 
Union hiu Its own criminal law." 
Execatlve Gains Power 
The speaker pointed out that the 
House of Conunotu Is gradually relto' 
quiahlng Its law' making powen to the 
executive committees. In this way' the 
lawS;^ttuAiare passed to the itouse are 
noii'lpiro^wd by the pet^le or the re- 
presentatives of tihe people , btit rather 
by the oommlttees of experts.' Pro- 
fessor Scott quoted that more than 
:half ' of the statutes nAw in force had 
^teeri handed over to the executive 
ïody, for drafttog. He went' on to 
point out that under this' development 
of the constitution the door la left open 
to outsiders and their tofluence in 
way that never would havis occmred 
if . the. "party . system" wew not - in 
force.

Plays And,%^mi0, 

•W7HILE kc«5TTaP^re may feel, with Shaw, the 
" futility of such' a campaign as the British paper 
has sponsored, yet, some worthwhile critical values 
have come to light. A . play which reflects normal 
and imchanglng human reactions, written in the 
manner and style of its age is to some critics the 
principal qualification of a drama. Another writer 
chooses a comedy of manners because of Its superb 
technique and because, like the -Restoration plays, 
it might retain its interest as a soaM^^^^^, 
illustrating a certain period, long after ifiS!^^^ 
has become history. In fact, It seems a general 
conclusion that a play, to .be a future classic, must 
have Its proportion of the iierennially human and 
dramatic. Plays wtilch ' deal witb^hums^iË^niœ 
desires, aspirations, and fallings whlcff^uce^el^al 
are not merely comments on some phase of current 
life. It is quite likely that, just as the present gen- 
eration has been moved by suob plays of 'a past 
decade as "The Barretts of AVlmpole -Sfareet''- and 
"Richard of Bordeaux," the ïuture générations will 
be likewise interested in outworn conveintlons of our 
day. In fifty years, too, a play must be still fresh 
enough to hold the stage, not merely as a curiosity 
for students of the drama,|,}^^ui^lâ|ej|m>ductlon 
for ordinary playgoers. Ilrm^^SveTpsnSng, clear 
story, the point of which will not be lost on a futiire 
generation. It must be of its period, but niust deal 
with issues that do not belong only, to Its period. 
It must deal with ,liuman nfitùre Jnïgnieral, not 
with the manners, and customs of small iééctions of 
contemporaiy society. And it must give chances 
to actors of tlie future, witli new and unpredict- 
able ideas of presentation. ., . A ' . 

It is quite possible that the 198i producei^ seize 
upon some play that, produced In our age, had not 
quite the success it pÊrhaps deserved. Or, they may 
choose some play which has been. definitely over- 
looked or despised. Perhaps, after all, there is hope 
for orthers than Mr. Shaw!

We of 
McGill are glad we proved that a great 
soldier could be a great Principal, a 
great humanitarian and self-sacrificing 
citizen. The tributes paid to him on 
his death by the peopls of tliis and 
other lands w;ere unequalled in the 
history of this country, and will prob- 
ably 'remain without parallel through 
many decades. 

Sir Arthur's tragic death has left a 
vacancy which it is the duty of the 
Governors to fill. I have briefly out- 
lined the qualities we will seek to find 
in his successor. These are: 

1. His scholarship and culture must 
be outetanding. , 

2. He must De an administrator of 
proven capacity. 

al. He must possess a personality 
which will enable hliri to win and re- 
tain [the respect and affection of the 
undergradyite s ii^^^ a real in- 
spiraUim^t^^^liio^only in scholar- 
ship biit in liiimari and manly quali- 
ties.

Text of Speèçh. Given hy E. W. Beatty 
at the Graduate Smjeer Last Night 



When Mr. Pitts was good enough to Invite me 
me to speak at the re-milon ,of McOlll graduates I 
accepted Wa invitation with almost unseemly 
alacrity. Later 1 wondiered if I h»d not been too 
precipitate, because. ,whlle.jt,l^i^ww| a pleasure 
to meet my felloW7gradu'atM (rf- Mc^ill, I am con- 
scious of the fatot that my status is BOinewhat In- 
ferior to yours in tliat I. am^cmly the holder of an 
honourary decree 'glveii, as they cheerfully term It, 
"honoris causa". However, jt. does give me • «ort 
of lialf-rate and linaited iiçkét to graduate"affaii«, 
' Having entered the- charmed circled of graduates, 
more or less by.,the bwk. *»r, It sèems mort un- 
grateful on my part to^re-ipay the Unlverelty by In- 
flioting a speech upoh.Its more or less Innocent arid 
entirely blameless Montreal 'graduates, when, if Mr, 
Pitts and Mr. aiasscq are to be believed, the occa- 
sion is one intended to be etijoyed. (applause) How 
ever, these are extraordinary times, and if I can 
address you briefly wlthout^^^rting,; the depress 
sion.

The Mongollsn Plateau 

The route of thCv party lay now to 
the northward.

At this' 
stage in his address Dr. Mcintosh 
paused to describe the^ different as- 
pects of the Mongolian peoples. Kb 
told how it was the. custom amongst 
these people for the unmarried girl 
to wear a sash around her waist to 
differentiate her from her married 
sister. ; Tlie married' women th'emsélyes 
generally wore a hea^7 head-dress of 
metal, of which they were inordinately 
proud and which they especially prized. 
Travelling on, the party fipent a night 
at Kuklq irgen, or 'Blue Cloth.' They 
later witnessed the Mongols at play 
after ai religious festival. The principal 
sports were horsc-racing and wrestling. 
The horse-race covered ten miles, the 
horses being ridden by small boys. A1-. 
though light the animals were all In 
splendid condition, the race making 
llttlej^ibnpression on them.- Strangely 
i^râgâ^' thé winners were always 
awarded tiger suits, and the three 
ilders who came in first, second and 
third wore thèse suits. 

' The' Deril Dances 

Dr.' Mcintosh proceeded alone to 
Pei Ling Miao where he viewed the 
Devil Dances of the Pan Chan Lam- 
asery. The dances. Dr. Mcintosh said, 
were' exceedingly interesting, and were 
divided Into three typ«s: the expulsion 
of demons. Incidents In Lama mytho- 
logy, and, finally, a miracle play. Hun- 
dreds -.of.. Mongol families came from 
the surrounding regions to the dances, 
and the temples as a background and 
these people as the human element 
provided a fascinating insight into 
Mongol life. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Dr. 
Mcintosh, and at the same time it 
was announced that a letter of sympa- 
thy was to be sent to Dr. Kiang Kang- 
Hu who is ill in China after a misun- 
derstanding with' tiie authorities.
